Cultural  Notes  on  Growing  Gladioli 

Select  a  good,  rich  loamy  piece  of  land.  Furrow  your  rows  to  a  depth  of 
5  to  6  inches  with  the  rows  from  6  to  12  inches  wide,  allowing  from  2  to  3  feet 
between  rows  for  proper  cultivation.  Plant  bulbs  from  3  to  4  inches  apart.  Cover 
with  about  3  to  4  inches  of  soil.  As  they  sprout,  a  good  top  dressing  of  commercial 
fertilizer  is  beneficial.  Additional  soil  should  be  brought  into  the  trench  until 
about  6  inches  cover  stock.  Irrigation  is  advisable  as  Glads  require  considerable 
moisture,  deep  planting  also  helps  to  keep  the  stalks  upright  without  staking, 
eliminating  crooked  stems.  Bulbs  should  be  dug  in  October,  breaking  stems  right 
off  at  top  of  bulb,  placing  same  in  shallow  flats  to  dry.  Keep  them  in  a  cool  dry 
cellar  so  that  the  bulbs  will  hold  their  vitality. 

Make  successive  plantings  every  3  weeks  from  May  1st  to  July  1st  of  early 
and  mid-season  varieties  to  lhsure  blooms  all  season.  When  bulbs  you  purchase 
arrive,  unpack  at  once  so  as  to  keep  them  from  sprouting.
